of the British parliament -has been 
hastened by the events of the last few 
davs accord ing. to the opinion gener- 
alfv expressed today in political cir- 
cles The surrender of the government 
to the officers of the army, who de- 
clined to serve against'the Ulster men, 
is particularly significant in this con- 
nection. 
Denies Report. 


"There certainly will be no disso- 


lution of parliament until the home 
rule for Ireland 
has been passed."

Redmond, leader of the Irish nation- 
alist party. -Mr. Redmond added that 
the second reading of the bill would 
be taken by the house of commons on 
March 30 "and that the bill would be 
proceeded with until it became law. 
The 'Irish nationalists, it is pointed 


out. 
will not accept home rule with 


Ulster permanently excluded, while 
the government has found it impos- 
sible to compel Ulster to come under 
a Dublin parliament. 
Issue for Election. 


It is argued that the only way out 


of the difficulty is to hold a general 
election, and no one would be sur- 
prised if the government during the 
second reading ot the home bill next 
week should offer to dissolve parlia- 
ment on condition that the home rule, 
tlie Welsh dis-establishment and the 
plural voting bills be passed. 
The dissatisfaction of the rank and 


file of the liberals with the govern- 
ment treatment of the army officers is 
another factor which is likely to hast- 
en a general election. Many radicals 
would lilce to join forces with the la- 
bor members and make an appeal to 
the country on the refusal of officers 
to act against striking: workmen. 


Liberal Papers Comment. 
The provincial liberal papers, as is 
usual, ar.e even more outspoken on the 
subject of the government's surrender 
to the officers than are their London 
contemporaries.

"It is with' Ithe deepest regret and 
some shame that we have heard of 
Premier Asquith's even partial accept- 
ance of the doctrine that officers have 
the right to lay clown for themselves 
the condition under which they will 
continue to serve the king. 
"They are so treated because-they 
are rich men and because they have 
the prejudices of their class. Not only 
is there .one law for the rich man in 
the army and one for the poor, but 
there is one standard for the tory offi- 
cers' loyalty to his oath and another 
standard for the private soldier whose- 
sj-mpatMiBB^-are - ~\vith 
the laboring 
man."

Mexico City, March 24.—The exoner- 
ation by the, authorities at Rome of 
Archbishop Mora , del Rio, of Mexico, 
brought into light the fact that there 
were certain members of the Catholic 
party in Mexico who were receiving 
extensive favors 
from 
Victoriana 
Huerta, Mexico's dictator, and who, 
in. return'for these favors went.so far 
as to lodge 
charges of meddling in 
politics against Archbishop Mora del 
Rio,' the charges being placed in the 
VaticanJitself. 
• 
About 
the first of December the 
archbishop began a campaign of per- 
suasion among Huerta'S Jrierids with 
the object of endeavoring to persuade 
Huerta that he ought, for the sake of 
his country, to step out of office. This 
campaign was highly effective for a 
time/ so much so that he felt inclined 
to leave the presidency, in accord with 
the wishes j)f President Wilson, and 
take the field himself in Northern 
Mexico. It was only by the utmost 
'persuasion 
that 
Huerta's friends, 
whose financial and political interests 
were at stake, talked him out of the 
idea. 
. 
, Strong Arguments. 


. Archbishop 
Mora del 
Rio's argu- 
ment was a strong and simple one, as 
it reached the ears of Huerta through 
.his friends and as Mora himself told 
it to -Biierta one evening when the 
president called at the archbishop's 
home. 
"Huerta has done the best.he can," 
declared the archbishop. "Yet the sit- 
uation grows worse, and worse. What 
a magnificent place Huerta would'take 
in Mexican history if, to save blood- 
shed- and to hasten peace in Mexico, 
he would declare to President-Wilson, 
' 'I have done my best but I am sot strong 
.enough to bring peace amid so much 
j tiimult and such conflicts of selfish 
interests as prevail here. I step down 
from my high, .dfficej with the under- 
standing that you will take the re- 
sponsibility 
of settling; affairs 
in 
Mexico and putting the country again 
at peace.' "In Tight Position. 
"Undoubtedly if Huerta had follow- 
ed the advice of the archbishop Presi- 


'• dent Wilson would have been placed 
in a highly embarrassing situation for.

peace, it would have been 
Inedessary to suoport Huerta's person-

Mexico in the throes of a civil strife. 


Ireland divided on the question of 
home rule; armed troops assembling 
to force the mandate down the throats 
of the Ulster men. "Unrest in China, 
and now comes the revolt in Epirus, 
and according to an English exchange 
Europe -is once more placed in a diffi- 
cult position by this uprising of the 
Epirote Greeks, who decline to abide 
by, the decision which proposes to al- 
locate them to th'e new kingdom of 
Albania. ~We are told that they have 
proclaimed their anatomy and that 
they are prepared to resist by arms 
any attempt to subject them to the 
sovereignty of the Prince of Wied. 
Moreover, they are fortified by the 
sympathy of their brother Greeks in 
the south, who are assisting them with 
volunteers, money, 'and munitions of 
war. 
Sympathy will, no doubt, also 


come to them from other parts of the 
world where the ties of kinship are 
less felt, for, although the doctrine o£ 
nationalities has become less fashion- 
able than it was half a century ago, 
no fair-minded person likes to see the 
creation of new racial bondages any- 
where. Unhappily, this is not the 
plan on which the new Near East is 
being constructed. If the cry of the 
.Epirotes is to be listened to it is not 
easy to see how the still more bitter 
cries of the conquered and oppressed 
races in New Servia, New Bulgaria, 
New Rumania, and even New Greece, 
itself, can be disregarded. If, how- 
ever, it were only a logical dilemma 
which .faced "the Powers the problem 
•would not be "very embarrassing. Th'e 
real difficulty is more serious. 
The 
Epirotes must be made to respect the 
will 'of 'Europe, not' so' much because 
Europe— or rather, the. larger part of 
her — is very anxious to make them 
Albanians, but because Austria and 
Italy desire it, and- are quite prepared 
to use force to bring it -about. As, 
however, an Austro-Italian interven- 
tion would be an exceedingly danger- 
ous enterprise for the whole, of Europe 
the Powers will' have to act them- 
selves. It will not be a very agree 
able or creditable thing to do, and it 
may even prove costly.

HOW THEY VIEW US. 


England's attitude on the question 


of the Mexican policy of 
President 


Wilson is most interesting. They are 
evidently somewhat amused at 
the 


"watching and waiting" policy of the 
administration, but still maintain s 
deep silence on the whole question. 
The London Graphic says in a recent 
issue: 


"A telegram from Washington in- 


forms us that the 'cabinet, having re- 
considered the situation in 'Mexico. 
unanimously resolved at its meeting 
on Saturday that the time was 'not 
ripe' for a change in the policy it has 
hitherto pursued in regard to the 
neighbouring Latin republic. 
"Not 


ripe' is a somewhat enigmatic expres- 
sion. It expresses a wholesome and 
hopeful doubt as to the practical wis- 
dom of the present American policy, 
though its immediate effect 
would 


seem to be to assure ruffians of the 
type of Paneho Villa of the indulgence, 
if not the protection, of the United 
States. We have no wish to interfere 
in any "way with President Wilson's 
discretion in this matter. We recog- 
nize to the full the high motives of 
his policy, and even if it were not so 
distinguished it would be clearly im- 
proper -of us, or of any foreigners, to 
dispute the sovereign right of any 
state to pursue the policies which best 
commend themselves to its judgment 
and interests. But there is one lim- 
itation to which -the independent ac- 
tivities of all sovereign states must 
acocmmodate themselves. 
-•However. 


lofty their motives, they may not- be 
prosecuted to the injury of 
other 


states and their nationals ,and .if .that 
is their reslut the states so affected 
must be at liberty to protect them- 
selves. We trust this consequence has 
been duly considered by the Wash- 
ington cabinet."

INFORMATION TO VOTERS 


The following Instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: A voter upon entering the 


polling place, and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have en- 
dorse'd thereonwthe names or Initials, of both ballot clerks, and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving bla bal- 
lot, the voter must retire alone to a booth, or compartment, and prepare the/same,for voting. A ballot clerk may in- 
form the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not ad*1se or Indicate in any manner whom 
to vote for. If a voter wishes to vote for some of the candidate* of different political parties, he should make a cross 
mark under the name of each candidate he desires to vote for, or at any place within the apace in which the name Is 
printed. If he wishes to vote, for a person for a certain office, whose name If not on the ballot, he mult write tie 
name in the blank apace under the printed name of the candidate for tlie office. The ballot should not be marked in 
any other manner. ' 


If the ballot be spoiled it must be .returned; to the ballot 
clerk,' 
who

stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth, to mark ballot Un- 
official ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth and may.be used 
to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see ' how 'it has been marked 
by the voter. 


After it is marked it should be folded so that the Inside cannot be seen, but so that tbe printed endorsement* and 
signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be1 seen. Then the voter should pass ont of the booth, or .com- 
partment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and 
pass out of the voting place. "A voter who declares to the presiding officer that'he la unable to read, or that by rea- 
son of physicial disability he Is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or ^ two election'ameers in 
marking the same, to be ehoMn by the voter, and if he declares that he is totally, blind he may be assisted by any 
person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the county. The presiding officer may administer an oath, in 
his discretion, as to such person'* disability.
